LONDON ADDRESS TO THE PRINCE 
REGENT. 

TO HIS ROYAL HIGHNESS THE PRINCE OF 
K-.\LE5, REGENT OF THE UNITED KING- 
DOM or CKEAT BRITAIN AND IRELAND. 
Thr dutiful and Im^al Address of the [lOrd 
JSfaijiir^ Ald^ rmetiy and Co/Kmcns cf the 
dty if London^ in commait conndl ass^m- 
bled. 
" May it please your royal highness, 
" We, the LiOri Mayor, Aldermen, 'aud 
Commons of the city of London, in Com- 
mon Council assembled, most humbly ap- 
jiroach your Royal Highness with the 
warmest assurances of the affectionate 
attachment to your Royal Person, and 
unshaken adherence to those sacred princi- 
ples which seated your family upon the 
throne of this realm; fully convinced that 
those principles afford the bfist security to 
the honour and dignity of the sovereign, 
and the rights and interests of the people. 
" Whilst we offer to your royal highness 
our sincere condolence upon the severe vi- 
sitation with v/hich it has pleased divine 
providence to afflict our most gracious .so- 
vereign, which has occasioned a suspen- 
sion of the royal functions, it is with heart 
felt consolation, that, in common with all 
ranks of our fellow-subjects, we behold 
ill the person of your Royal Highnesj a 
prince highly endowed, and eminently 
({ualilied to exercise the regal duties. ..a 
prince who has so greatly endeared iiim- 
»elf to the people, by liis moderation and 
forbearance on various trying occasions, 
Snd the attachment he has so uniformly 
(hewn ta their rights and liberties. 



" Had indeed the desire and expecta" 
tion of the united kingdom' been realized' 
Hy vesting in your royal highness the 
full powers of the executive authority, 
we should have had just cause for con- 
gratulation, confident as we feel that 
those powers would have been wisely 
and beneiiciaUy exerciised, to enable us 
to meet the extraordinary exigencies of 
so perilous a crisis. 

" Deeply jmpressed with a sensg of the 
many and great diiHculties, which, with 
powers so limited, your royal highness 
must have to encounter in the discharge 
of duties so arduous, and feeling towards 
your royal highness the fullness of that 
loyal affection, which, in deeds as well as 
in v^'ords, we have so long demonstrated 
towards your royal father and family, we 
would fain have forborne to cloud the 
dawn of our intercourse with your royal 
highness by even a glance at our griev- 
ances, manifold and weighty as they are, 
but duty to our sovereign, duty to our 
country, the example of our forefathers, 
justice to posterity, tlie fame and the safety 
of the kingdom, all, with voice impe- 
rious, forbid us to disguise our thoughts 
or to smother our feelings. 

" Far be it from us, insulted as the 
corporation of this ancient (and at all 
former times, respected) city has recently 
been by the servants of the crown ; far 
be it from us to indulge in complaints 
of grievances peculiar to ourselves, ready 
and wiUiug as we arc, to share in all 
the necessaty burdens and all the dangers 
oi' our country. It is of general griev- 
ances, grievances sorely felt in ail ranks 
cf life ; of accumulated and ever accumu- 
lating taxation, rendered doubly grievous 
by the oppressive mode of exaction, and 
of the eiicrcased and increasing distress 
and misery therefrom arising, of the im- 
provident expenditure of the immense 
sums thus wrung from indusLry and la- 
hour ; of the waste of life, and of trea- 
sure, in ill-contrived and ill-conducted 
expeditions ; of the attempts, which for 
many years past, and especially \\ilhin the 
last three vears, have been made, and 
with but too much success, to crush public 
liberty in all its branches, and especially 
the liberty of freely discussing the con- 
duct of public men, and the nature and 
tendency of public measures. 

" Can we refrain from humbly express- 
ing our complaints, when we have secu 
thoss ministers who );avf so long usurped 
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the royal aiiAoriiy, anri wfie, it is «ow 
discovered, ]iav<:, by practising tJif most 
criminal deception iipcn the paHiamtnt 
knd the people, carried on tlie govern- 
ment during his Majesty's foriTiCf incapa- 
city, eieriing; tiicir influence to ilej^rade 
ihe kingly office — ivhen ws have seen 
roeasures adopted, evincinj^ the inost im- 
foundcd jealsusv and mistrust of yonr 
royal highness — when we have seen tise 
prerogatives of the crown curtailed and 
withheld — when we have seeji a new es- 
tate established in the realm, highly dan- 
gerous and unconstitutional, when we have 
seen power, influence, and emohinient, 
thus set apart to controul and embar- 
rass the extcutii;:? government at a time 
of such unprecedented difficulty — when 
all the energies of the state are neces- 
sary to enabia us to surmount the dangers 
with -(lOiich v,e are threatened, both at 
home and abroad — we confess that, feel- 
ing as \vc oo tiie most luihounded gra- 
titude tr. your royal highness, fqr under- 
taking these arduiuis duties at a inon:ont 
of siicli peril, and under such circum5ta:ircs, 
i?7.o can discover no cause for congratvdation, 
on the contrarv, we should be filled w^ith 
•dismay and the rucst alarming appre- 
iieiisions, were it not for the known pa- 
triotism and amiable qualities, which your 
royal liigluiess pt)ssesses, and the res-;ourne 
'which we trust ^■our royal higlmess w'tli 
iind, in tlie seal, ardour, aflfction and 
loyalty of a free and united people. 

" Nurnerv'US other grievances we for- 
bear even to mention ; but there is oT;e 
so prominent in the odiousness of its na- 
ture, as well :i5 irj the magnitude of its 
siiischievous const.qucnees, tliat we are 
unable to refrain from niarhing it out as 
-"a particiiJar object of cur coniplisint and 
of your royal highne»:j' virtuous abhor- 
rence — the present rc]>rescntat'ion in she 
Commons Hou;->e of parliament, a le.idv 
instrument in the hands of the mini'.tcr for 
the time being, whether for the pur- 
poses of nullifying the iu^t prertigatives 
<if the crown, or ot insuiting and op- 
prefsiivg the people, and a reform in 
T/hich repreeentauon is, therefore, abso- 
lutely necessary iw th.e safety of the 
<'rown, the happinc;* of the people, and 
the peace and independence of the coun- 
try. 

"Reposing the fullest confidence in 
vour royal highnesi' beneficent views and 
intentions, we can onlv deplore the pre- 
sent unfortunate state of things, fvily 
2c!ying that under circunistancts so noy- 



el and pn!harr5«?ing,»rery,mea!mre which 
depends personally upon your royal high- 
ness will be adopted towards extricating 
us frotn cur present difficuUies, and fot 
promoting the peace, happiness and se- 
curity .of the country. 

'' 'i bus to n'lingfe our expressions of 
confidence and atFectioii with the voice of 
complaint is grievous to our hearts ; bist 
placing as vfe do, implicit reliance on the 
ecui.titutiqnal principles of yotir royal 
higimess, we are cheered v.'ith the hojie, 
that sixh a eliange of system will take, 
place as will Irenceforward for a long 
series of h?ppy years, prevent your roy- 
al highness from -beinjj greeted \ty the 
faithful and loyal city qf London in any 
voice, but that of content and of grati- 
tude.

1 am entrusted diirijig the lamented in- 
disposition of tJ-iC king. 

"In the .ardn»..is riaiation in which !

by the ble^s>"g of providence, 1 shall 
be called ufion to ref ign the powers now 
delegated to me iiito the- hands of my 
behivcd and revered father and sovereign.

points, Mr. Booth has indeed improved up- 
Bipon. Premiums of bibles and testaments 
were distributed at Christmas, among- the 
most deserving of the children ; ail of 
whom are making a rapid progress in read- 
ing and writing. We have no hesitation in 
strongly recomroending this infant estab- 
lishment to the notice and patronage of the 
respectable inhabitants of Belfast, whose 
generosity, we are confident, will not leave 
the entire burthen of so useful an Institu- 
tion td he sustained by a benevolent stran- 
ger, whose unobirusive and modest excr- 
tit)ns, give him a doubie claim upon iheir 
assistance. 

'I'he a'lov? was written and incerted in 
the Belfast newspapers, without the pre- 
vious kno\yledge of Mr. Booth ; and it was 
done as a just tribute of praise to a very

At Bal- 
Jilore, a village in the county of KiMars, 
they have lately sent a young man to 
Dublin to be initiated into the Lancastrian 
plan. He returnedafter a stay of two weeks, 
i a'^tructed in the routine, and is now super- 
iutendiug a daily school of 70 children. — 
It is to be enlarged to l(X)of each sex in 
separate apartments with suitable moni- 
tors, classes, &c. fully organized on the 
new plan. The catholic priest of the 
parish patronizes the plan, and leaves the- 
management to the committee, who are 
jiot of his church. I'he children pay ; 
of farmers and shopkeepers (jd. per week, 
working tradesmen 4d. and day-labour- 
ers, 2d. This payment is likely to 
meet nearly all the cxpensf s of the school, 
the house having been previously fitted 
up by subscription. We liave in this in- 
stance a practical proof that much good 
may be effected I>y judicious exertion with 
■very little expense. The pla n ni' receiv- 
ing payment may probably stimulate the 
parems to cause t.'t* children t9 give re- 



gular' attendance, for sometime? wiiat is 
procured -jvithout cost is not suiliiiently 
valued.
